CHURCHES MAKE PROTEST 


| PROTES 
AGAINST 
“DROP” 


Resulting from a more or less se- 
cretly conducted meeting Friday 
night of the newly elected trustees 
of the Richmond Humane Society, six 
of the members, who have been clam- 
oring for a legally conducted Humane 
society, were dropped from the list of 
members. 

Already the question of legality of 
the act of the directors in the matter 
hag arisen, and complications which 
may resylt in’ extensive litigation 
have developed. 

The members who were dropped 
were Mr. and Mrs. Dr. W. R. Scroggs, 
Mr.,and Mrs. H. J. Wildgrube, Mrs. 
Kate Smith and Mrs. C. S. Gibson. 

During the ‘meeting the following 
new officers were elected: F. M. Ne- 
ville, president; Isaac Lester, vice 
president; W. L. Ballinger, treas- 
urer; D. W. Calfee, secretary, and L. 
A. Peters, deputy humane officer. 

According to a statement of the 
Rev. D. W. Calfee, secretary of the 
association, the meeting was not a 
scheduled affair. 

“The men gathered at my house 
last night were there merely for so- 
cial purposes,’”’ said Calfee last night, 
“and we fcund that all of the direct- 
ors were present, so held a meeting. 

“The news was to be kept secret 
and tle members were asked to say 
nothing about ft. I was going to 
give it to the papers in the afternoon 
that a meeting had been held, but the 
cropping of the members wag not 
supposed to be made public.”’ 

When asked whether or not the 
members were to find out that they 
had been dropped, Calfee said: ‘Of 
course, they will know. I was going 
to send them notices.’’ 

Dr. Scroggs said yesterday that he 
did not believe the members could 
be dropped with no more formality 
than a mere directors’ meeting. Al- 
though article 2, section 6 of the by- 
laws of the association provides that 
members can be dropped from the 
roll by a two-thirds vote of the di- 
rectors, it was said yesterday that 
the corporation organized as a hu- 
mane society was organized with a 
capital stock. 

“I am an owner of one of the 
thousand shares of stock in that com- 
pany,” said Dr. Scroggs last night, 
“and I believe they should at least 
show cause why they dropped us. I 
am not going to let the matter stand 
as it is, by any means.”

Editor Daily News: 

Why all this hue and cry and 
‘‘vellow’’ posters about the terrible 
number of bacteria in the Sacramento 
river water? What does it mean to 
have 170 bacteria per cubic centi- 
meter? How many should there be 
in river water? I have studied print- 
ed reports of water departments of 
many Eastern cities and find them 
successfully filtering water with 
many thousands of bacteria per cen- 
timeter, as shown by the following 
figures for unfiltered water: 

Harrisburg, Pa.: For eight years 
the average bacteria in the raw water 
hag been from 5000 to 12,000. In 
the filtered water last year the aver- 
age was less than six. 

Clarksburg, W. Va.: The unfiltered 
water ran as high as 15,000 per cubic 
centimeter. 

New Orleans: 1000 to 4500. 
Cincinnati: 1000 to 63,000.

Editor Daily News: 

You will soon be asked to again 
vote on the water bonds. There are 
many reasons why you should con- 
sider this matter carefully before 
casting your vote. 

The sewerage of the city of Sacra- 
mento and of the numerous settle- 
ments immediately below is dumped 
into the Sacramento river above To- 
land’s Landing, and no sane man can 
help but admit that the water of the 
river at this point is polluted. This 
must have been the vital reason why 
none of the very eminent and re- 
liable engineers employed at various 
times by the city of San Francisca 
would jeopardize their reputations 
by recommending that the city of San 
¥rancisco take its water supply from 
the Sacramento river at Toland’s 
Landing, or at any point below Sac- 
ramento. 

The city of Sacramento refuses to 
take its water supply from the river 
above Sacramento becaube of results 
of analysis made, and is now making 
arrangements for a supply of water, 
either from the mountains or from 
deep drilled wells in a section of 
country similar to that near San 
Pablo.
